21 HIl— The 
army corps of enslneers Is under- 
taklnB a lonB-ranse study of hur- 
ricanes to see If anything practical 
can be dode to check the costly 
damniB they Inflict on coastal 

The survey, for which conRress' 
appropriated one billion dollers as 
a starter, may taka two or three 
years. The weather bureau li 
working with the enjlneera. 

Brig. Ocn. E. C. Itscher, assistant 
chief of engineers for civil works, 
inld tho corps' efforts will be "con- 
centrated on findlns solutions for 
the hurricane problem— If there 
"TO joIutJon*." 

He added that "the only solution" 
.jr many areas may be modification 
ot bultdlntt codes to make sure that 
homes, hospitals, bridges,, piers and 
other slruotures' are "built ' iirona 
enough to stand up to the raging 
winds and pounding seas of a hur- 
ricane. 

The army engineers already havi 
learned a lot about hurricane -proof 
building Irom their experience on 
Okinawa, where they have built' 
mlUUry Installations to withstand 
the battering of Pacific typhoons. 
But this kind ot construction Is 
very expensive, and the standards 
developed on Okinawa mlohl have 
to be modified considerably to mnke 
them economically feasible for 
wldespreod civilian use. 

On the principle that nothing 
much can be done about a hurri- 
cane's winds except endure them, 
the engineers will give primary at- 
tention to damage resulting from 
wind-driven tides. They will try to 
determine where, if anywhere, it 
would be practical 'and helpful to 
build new dams, aeawalla. Jetties, 
dikes or submerged weirs to control 
hurricane tides. •

Farm Chiefs 
Have Meets 

WASHINOTON, Auff. 23"(»-nie 
No. 1 fanners of the United States 
and Russia sat down together today 
tor the first Ume In history to 
swap yams about surpluses, short- 
ages, and their otlier troubles. 

The occasion was an unprecedent- 
ed meeting this morning between 
Secretary of Agriculture Erm T. 
Benson and Vlacflmlr 'VladlmiroTlcn 
Matskevlch. first deputy minister of 
Soviet agriculture. 

A get-together ](ke Uils- would 
have been unthinkable In the old 
days of the cold war. But In the 
present relaxed atmosphere, It's 
right In style. Besides. Matskevlch Is 
getting to be a pretty familiar figure, 
He's the head of the t2-man dele- 
gation of Russian farm experts who 
have been touring American, farm 
lands for the last 14 days. The 
'delegation came Into town last night 
from Los Angeles on the last leg 
of the trip. 

They'll get red-carpet treatment 
white they're here today and to- 
morrow. Benson Interrupted a vaca- 
tion to take personal charge of the 
reception. 

He met privately with Matskevlch. 
arranged to see the whole group Im- 
mediately afterward, and planned 
a lunch In their honor later. 

Tho delegation also will hold i 
series of conferences with top agrl' 
culture department experts ot 
everything from livestock produc- 
tion to farm machinery. 

They said they will sum up their 
views on American farming In an 
appearance before the National 
Press club tomorrow. In Berlin yes- 
terday, ft' group of Amerlcnn farm- 
.ers who have Just completed a tour 
of Russia reported that Russian 
farmers have only the "bare neces- 
sities" of life but are content be- 
cause their lot Is now better than 
ever before. 

When the tanned and somewhat 
weary Russians arrived last night, 
they had trnveled more thnn 11,500 
miles through 11 states.

At the same time, TJ. S. air force 
Ma].-Gen. Harlan C. Parks, senior 
V. N, officer, warned the communists 
that they will be. risking allied ar- 
tUlery flra If their planes cross the 
border over South Korea. 

The communists told the United 
iNstlons command that Bumpass 
"appeared to have a cracked skull" 
but was "In a good mood, conscious 
and has a normal appetite." 

The reds refused three TJ, N, ap- 
peals to allow a hellcoptcr-ambu- 
lance ^ith a Swedish or American 
doctor to enter North Korea to at- 
tend the Injured man. 

"Our medical Installations are 
capable of 'treating him and you 
can be assured of his adequate treat- 
ment," North Korean MaJ,-Gi 
Jung Kook Rok replied. 

The plane carrying Bumpass and 
Drown, a T-S trainer, was riddled 
by communist anti-aircraft fire as 
It flew over the neutral zone between 
North and South Korea lost Wed- 
nciday. 

The U, N. saldfthe Unarmed plane 
was on a routine training mission 
jW)iJ JJrB' over Ihe neutnU rone by 
mistake. 

Parks said the plane was over 
neutral ground when It was fired 
on and kept going further north Into 
communist territory because the 
pilot was "lott and confused."

Plans Ai'e Designed to Test 
True Intention of Russians 



WABHINOTON, Auir. 33 UT— Tlie 
United States and Its major Euro- 
pean allies are worklntc out plans 
for a series of proposals deslimed to 
test real Soviet Intentions toward 
permanent East-West settlement 
and to expose any phony Russian 
peace propasanda. 

These plans, which are still be- 
lag developed here and In London, 
Paris. and Bonn, will be put Into 
opera Uon - In - a - nerl ea -of - Im por to n t 
International conferences durlnt the 
next several months. 

These Include tlie United Na- 
tions subcommittee on disarmament 
mecUnii In New York Aub. aO; West 
Oennan Chancellor Konrad Aden- 
auer's scheduled visit to Moscow 
Sept. B; and the four-power for- 
elEn ministers' meeting to open tn 
Geneva Oct. 37. 

When these sessions are conclud- 
ed, American officials hops to hniv 
a much better Idea than they now 
hold of the true alms of Rus-tla's 
present leaders and Uie extent of 
chanm In Moscow's attitude toward 
the outside world. 



So far the Soviet change has been 
displayed mainly In smiles and ecs- 
lurcs such as a. recent party which 
Premier BulRanIn Rave for diplo- 
maLs at his country fittate near 
Moscow and. the decision Satur- 
day to let three Americans lon^ 
imprisoned In Ruula return home. 

Tlio blgRcst concession that Uie 
Russians have made (o date to 
cnsa the cold war tensions was 
Uielr-nlKnlnR-of Uie Austrian Inda- 
pendencc treaty la.it May. 

They have promised to withdraw 
their troops from Austria soon but 
tbU will not materially niter their 
European mlllln/j' deployment. Thty 
ntlll hnvc forces In Eejt Oermany. 
Hungary and Romania, as well ns 
lame numbers ot-6ovlct otflcen ad> 
vlslnit and tmlnlnic the armies oC 
the other East European satellites. 

The United States olllclnls thus 
sea tha Soviets as Mklitg a rreat 
deal about pence nnd better East- 
West relations but actually doing 
very little to eliminate real western 
fears of some future Russian anres-

It re- 
ceived 15 million dollars In Decem- 
ber 1062 from the Pord founda- 
tion to study civil liberties, 

Hutchlns reported that "the at- 
mosphere" for dvU libcrUei is some- 
what Improved over five years ago. 
BuV ho said -vloUUoiv oE dvli liberties 
•'are still such as to give cause for 
alarm." 

Hutchlns, former presldint of the 
University of Chicago, criticised the 
extension of govcmment loyalty-se- 
curity testa to Jccludo "guUt by as.

Hutchlns said the Stanford study
